Robert  Frost  drew  inspiration  from  New  Hampshire 
and  you  will  too.  Woods  and  lakes  nestle  in  majestic 
mountains.  Winding  roads  yield  breathtaking  scenery 
at  the  top  of  each  rise.  New  Hampshire  is  a  casual 
place  where  being  yourself  is  being  ready  for  anything.

It  combines  the 
serenity  of  pastoral  valleys  with  the  vigor  of  mountain 
air.  Though  somewhat  Swiss  in  appearance,  the  small 
towns  nestled  in  the  mountains  are  unmistakably  New 
England.  Church  spires  by  vast  wood-bound  lakes,  when 
viewed  from  the  mountain  top  are  symbolic  of  Vermont 
and  her  New  England  heritage.  Maple  syrup  on  shelves 
in  country  stores  and  a  wide  variety  of  cheeses  dis- 
played on  counters  are  further  testimony  to  the  richness 
of  this  land.  A  Vermonter  is  an  energetic  sportsman  who 
enjoys  his  environment  and  likes  to  talk  about  it.  He's 
also  a  competitive  player  who'll  be  happy  to  join  you  in 
waterskiing,  golfing,  fishing  or  any  of  the  other  recrea- 
tional activities  abundantly  offered.
